REMARKS 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 2-5, 7-9, 12, 13, 19, 22, 23, and 
26 are pending in this application. 

Based on the Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter, Applicant has 
amended claim 12 into independent form including all the recitations of the base claim 
(claim 1). Accordingly, Applicant submits that independent claim 12 is allowable. 

The dependencies of claims 2, 19, 22, and 26 have been amended to depend from 
claim 12. These claims were previously dependent on claim 1, which has been 
incorporated into claim 12 in order to obtain allowance. 

Claims 1 and 27-30 have been cancelled from the application in order to obtain 
allowance. Applicant expressly reserves the right to file any cancelled claims in a 
continuation or divisional application. 

Applicant respectfully notes that the 35 USC 103(a) obviousness rejections based 
on the references cited by the Examiner in the Office Action of August 10, 2007 have 
been overcome by the foregoing amendment.
